PASADENA, Calif. 
(UPI) — 
The Hanger 8 spacecraft scored 
a direct hit on the moon today 
and sent back to earth thou­ 
sands of photographs with “ ex­ 
cellent” quality, according to 
preliminary analysis. 


Scientists and 
engineers 
at 
Caltech’s Jet Propulsion Labor­ 
atory^ which built the space­ 
craft and supervised the proj­ 
ect, were unanimous in declar­ 
ing the television lunar probe a 
complete success. 


‘‘It was a really astounding 
feat,” 
said E. 
M. 
Cortright, 
deputy assistant coordinator of 
space science for the National 
Aeronautics and Space Adminis­ 
tration. 


Detailed analysis of the lunar 
photographs 
would 
consume 
about 12 hours, but preliminary 
information indicated new and 
valuable data had been collect­ 
ed on the moon’s terrain in and 
around the Sea of Tranquility. 
This apparently smooth area

Ranger 8 hit the moon at pre­ 
cisely 1:57: 6.8 a m. PST (4:57: 
36.8 a.m. EST) after transmit­ 
ting about 7,<500 pictures of the 
moon’s surface during a 23- 
minute period when its six tele­ 
vision cameras functioned. Op­ 
eration 
of

‘‘perfect,” according to project 
scientists. 


Ranger 8 completed its 248,- 
766-mile flight in about 65 hours 
as planned and buried itself in 
the lunar terrain, traveling at a 
speed of 5,942 miles an hour.
